THE first day of the Cra¬

Ben set to clean 
up at marathon

WITH less than a week to go, 
runner Ben Blowes is prepar¬ 
ing to run the London Mara¬ 
thon with a tumble dryer on 
his back - in a bid to break a 
Guinness World Record. 

Ben, 44, from Gazeley, will 
be running the marathon on 
Sunday for the charity Racing 
Welfare. 

And his aim is to break the 
record for the fastest mara¬ 
thon carrying a household 
appliance, which stands at 
around six hours. 

He told the News : “I’m very 
confident I'll get under the 
six hours. 

“I haven’t been able to get 
past 15 miles with the tum¬ 
ble dryer yet, but I’m saving 
myself for the marathon - 
because it takes so much out 
of you for two or three days, 
which would disrupt my 
training.” 

Ben, who runs local firm 
Excel Roofing, said: “I’m un¬ 
der no illusion as to how hard 
it’s going to be though - it’s 
going to be the hardest thing 
I’ve ever done.” 

Ben is running after com¬ 
peting in Special Forces - Ul¬ 
timate Hell Week, a BBC se¬ 
ries which features athletes 
enduring weeks in blistering 
heat with special forces in¬ 
structors in South Africa. 

He has always loved chal¬ 
lenging himself, which led to 
him wanting to claim a Guin¬ 
ness World Record. 

The title itself is the fastest 
marathon carrying a house¬ 
hold appliance, which has to 
weigh 25 kilos and built like a 
small fridge or tumble dryer. 

It is a challenge that he 
tried at the Cambridge Half 


Marathon last month. 

Ben said: “Cambridge was 
a little bit too quick if I’m 
honest with you. I got carried 
away with the crowd a bit. I 
ran a bit too fast. 

“But I’ve changed the set 
up since then. I’ve got a race 
car harness, with a yoga mat 
tied around it - which is 
comfortable for around two 
hours, and then it’s really un¬ 
comfortable but sustainable. 

“It’s impossible to be really 
comfortable when you’ve got 
a tumble dryer on your back.” 

Ben has so far raised a to¬ 
tal of £3,249.35 - more than 
double his original target 
- for Racing Welfare which 


supports people involved in, 
or who have worked in, the 
thoroughbred horseracing 
and breeding industry. 

The charity is based in 
Newmarket where Ben grew 
up. 

Ben said he chose the char¬ 
ity because he knew people 
who had been supported by 
it. 

The marathon, which has 
raised £450 million for char¬ 
ity, attracts tens of thousands 
of runners each year, many 
competing in fancy dress.

Low-flying jets 'lead to horses' deaths' 


AT LEAST three horses had to 
be put down and a pony died 
after being startled by low- 
flying American fighter jets 
in Cornwall last week. 

The jets from RAF 
Lakenheath were said to 
have flown so low that they 
frightened the horses, with 
some sustaining field injuries 
and one becoming "too 
dangerous". 


Claire Sexton, a resident 
in Cornwall, posted her 
concerns on Facebook, which 
have been shared thousands 
of times. 

A spokesman from RAF 
Lakenheath said: "We can 
confirm that the 48th Fighter 
Wing had aircraft operating 
in the Cornwall region on 
April 12. These aircraft were 
flying in accordance with 


the rules and limitations of 
the UK low flying system 
and would have been no 
less than 500 ft above the 
ground. Nevertheless, as part 
of an agreement with the 
Ministry of Defence, we will 
engage the MoD low flying 
complaints enquiry unit and 
will co-operate fully with any 
further investigation deemed 
necessary."

Shaun’s advice 
to rider Freddy 


A FORMER Newmarket 
footballer who lost both 
of his lower legs in a crash 
last year has offered his 
support to injured jockey 
Freddy Tylicki. 

Shaun Whiter, 28, who is 
about to embark on a 150- 
mile cycle with a hand- 
bike nine months after a 
hit-and-run incident, was 
sorry to hear of Freddy’s 
accident but is confident 
he will adapt - even more 
so if he has learned to ask 
for help. 

Freddy became para¬ 
lysed from the waist down 
after a horrific horse racing 
accident in October last 
year. 

After being asked about 
Freddy and any advice 
he had to offer the rider, 
Shaun told the News: “Af¬ 
ter I had my accident, 
there was pride involved. 
I wouldn’t want to ask for 
help - even for things like 
picking something up. 
But what I learned is that 
if something needs pick¬ 
ing up, it may take you 10 
minutes - but it’ll take your

partner less than 30 sec¬ 
onds. You learn to say yes 
and thank you to people 
when they offer to help. 

“You’ve got to focus on 
yourself in your recovery. 

“You can be a bit greedy 
because the people around 
you are around you be¬ 
cause they like you and 
love you - and want to help 
you.” 

Shaun, who lives in Bur- 
rough Green, was left for 
dead at the side of a road 
near Newmarket last sum¬ 
mer after fan Adamec, 
from Haverhill, crashed 
into him - pinning Shaun 
between his own BMW and 
his friend’s car. 

After fleeing the scene, 
Adamec was caught and 
jailed for more than three 
years after he admitted 
causing serious injury by 
dangerous driving. 

Despite both of his legs 
being amputated, Shaun 
has made astonishing pro¬ 


gress in his recovery, learn¬ 
ing to walk on prosthetic 
legs only five months after 
the accident. 

Freddy - who suffered 
a T7 paralysis and 18 bro¬ 
ken ribs after his accident 
at Kempton Park last year 
- had his first horse riding 
lesson as part of his road to 
recovery in February. 

The News interviewed 
Freddy in an exclusive arti¬ 
cle that month. 

The Newmarket-based 
rider said: “I’m having to 
learn everything in a new 
way - which is not easy. 

“An example would be 
being in bed, sitting up and 
trying to dress yourself. For 
you it will take three min¬ 
utes - for me, at the begin¬ 
ning, about half an hour.” 

He added however that 
he is remaining positive, 
because that is the only di¬ 
rection worth going in.

Inspector 
studied plans 

GORDON Mays (Letters, 

Newmarket News, April 12) can 
rest assured that the planning 
inspector studied the Hatchfield 
Farm plans before, during and after 
the three week long Hatchfield 
inquiry hearing of 2015 and decided 
that the development proposal is 
appropriate. 

Part and parcel of the proposal is 
some £700,000 of improvements 
to the A14/A142 junction, which, 
again, the inspector approved. 

Of the 400 planned houses, 120 
are termed "affordable", although 
that may be different to my (and 
Gordon's) ideas of affordability. 

I understand that some of the 
affordable homes of the original 
(1,200 homes) proposal were 
offered for racing accommodations 
but this offer was not taken up. 

An ideal site for social housing 
could have been Palace House 
stables, which FHDC own. 

Hatchfield has long been 
identified as an appropriate area for 
housing development. 

It really is of no consequence 
whether Hatchfield is owned by 
Lord Derby or Joe Bloggs, either 
way any profits (such as might be 
left after the costs of the prolonged 
objections) would undoubtedly be 
invested in other projects rather 
than frittered away on a spending 
spree. 

However, we must await the 
decision of the legal challenge 
and then see if the Secretary of 
State concurs with the inspector's 
opinion, or not.

We have not 
helped Africa 

I HAVE watched Africa deteriorate 
over the last 60 years. 

In 2002, Paul Theroux, in his 
book, Dark Star Safari, recorded his 
experiences travelling from Cairo to 
Cape Town. Previously a Ugandan 
geography teacher turned travel- 
writer, Theroux perceptively noted 
African preference to returning 
to the safety of subsistence living, 
rather than adopting European ways. 

The problem of Africa is European 
do-gooders saving lives. 

I come from a family of them. 

My grandfather on my mother's 
side was a doctor, my father was 
a doctor in Rhodesia, my mother 
set up mother-and-baby groups to 
encourage African mothers of twins 
to forgo their practice of killing one 
of them. 

With enormous, youthful desire to 
help my fellow people, I trained as 
an acupuncturist. 

In 1900, the population of 
Rhodesia was 500,000. When I 
arrived there as a 6-year-old in 
1957, due to the energetics of do- 
gooder missionaries, agronomists, 
agriculturalists, water engineers, 
medics and civil servants in the form 
of native commissioners, the African 
population had shot up to 4 million. 

Now, it is well over 20 million, far 
beyond what the land can support. 

As a child of the 1950s I would 
hear of Africans in places like 
Ethiopia, dying in their tens. Do- 
gooders jumped to save them. In the 
1970s I would hear of Africans dying 
in their hundreds. Since the life¬ 
saving efforts of Bob Geldof and the 
like, Africans started dying in their 
tens of thousands. The latest figure is 
20 million likely to die. 

Theroux records asking some 
aid agency workers why they were 
there? 

"To feed the children! If we don't 
feed them, their parents will kill 
them. That is what they do when 
food is short," came back the reply. 

Theroux observes: "But the 
African way keeps the human 
population in balance." 

I can add to that. The few deaths 
that occurred in Africa prior to 
European aid contrasts with the 
millions now dying due to European 
do-gooding.

Family forced out of flat by 
fire thank ‘good Samaritans’

A FAMILY of four made 
homeless by a flat fire are 
“incredibly grateful” for do¬ 
nations which poured in 
from charities and residents 
to support them. 

Karl Knapp ett and Sophie 
Rayment, who are tempo¬ 
rarily living in the Premier 
Inn in Newmarket with 
their two children following 
the blaze in George Lambton 
Avenue, say they “can’t thank 
them enough”. 

“We’re incredibly grateful,” 
said Karl. 

“I just want to say thank 
you to the fire service, the 
good Samaritans that turned 
up, the residents from 
George Lambton’s estate, my 
family - everyone. 

“We’ve also had Newmar¬ 
ket Open Door call, with 
people wanting to donate to 
help out the families of the 
flats. We can’t thank them 
enough. 

“It would have been a lot 
tougher without them.” 

The pair, who have a son 
Finley, 5, and daughter 
Lacey, 1, were driving from 
Karl’s sister’s home when he 
received a phone call about 
the fire, which happened on 
April 9 at around 5pm. 

While there was little fire 
damage to the inside of 
the family’s flat, water and 
smoke damage meant the 
family lost a sofa, clothes, 
bedding, and a wardrobe. 

But the family were de¬ 
lighted with the response. 

Karl said: “We’re obviously 
devastated about our flat, 
we’ve been there for seven 
years now. It’s where we 
brought the kids up. 

“Hopefully it’s onwards 
and upwards so we can try 
and rebuild.”

Delight at 
extra cash 
for sports 


SPORTING activities in Suffolk are 
set to be boosted after the county 
council was awarded a hefty grant 
from Sport England last week. 

Suffolk County Council was given 
£160,000 from the sports council 
to deliver a range of activities that 
encourage more people to be 
active. 

The grant follows a successful 
three-year partnership with Sport 
England that has seen new activities 
developed and sustained across 
the county, including popular park 
runs, the Fit Villages project, the 
Great East Swim, Great Run Local, 
a disability support programme and 
the sport and event volunteering 
project. 

The new funding will see some 
of this work extended but also new 
activities introduced. 

Director of public health at 
Suffolk County Council, Abdul 
Razaq said: “This is welcome news 
indeed. Like the whole country, 
here in Suffolk we have a significant 
issue with the number of people 
who are physically inactive or 
if they are active, do not meet 
recommended levels for physical 
activity. Lack of physical activity 
is bad for health and the illness 
caused by inactivity places a huge 
burden on our health and social 
care services. We are therefore 
delighted." 


More than 20 people, in¬ 
cluding seven children, were 
told that they could not re¬ 
turn home after the fire, 
which eight fire crews at¬ 
tended. 

Fire services say belong¬ 
ings were “fairly well” in¬ 
tact, with most of the dam¬ 
age coming from water and 
smoke. 

Residents have been pro¬ 
vided with temporary ac¬ 
commodation at a number 
of hotels by Forest Heath 
District Council and Flag¬ 
ship Homes, which owns the 
block of flats. 

The families have, howev¬ 
er, been left without any food 
or clothing. 

A spokesman for Forest 


Heath District Council said: 
“Forest Heath housing of¬ 
ficers have arranged emer¬ 
gency accommodation for 
23 people made homeless as 
a result of the fire. 

“Short-term accommo¬ 
dation has been identified 
until the situation becomes 
clearer. 

“The council’s building 
control officers attended the 
fire and are assessing the 
damage as well as working 
with the fire service.” 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service said this week it be¬ 
lieve the blaze started when 
an accidental fire ignited the 
building’s timber structure 
which lay within the wall 
cavity of the building. 


Police to target speeding motorists 


THE chances of speeding 
offenders being stopped by 
police in Newmarket will be 
high this week, ahead of a 
week-long vehicle speeding 
campaign in Europe. 

Officers in Suffolk will be 
increasing the amount of 
checks and enforcement until 
April 23. 

Chief Inspector Kris 
Barnard, head of the Norfolk 
and Suffolk Roads Policing 
Unit, said: "We work closely 
with our partners all-year 
round to target speeding 
drivers and these campaigns 
allow us to enforce the law 
while also raising awareness 
of the dangers and educating 
motorists. 

"All too often officers 


have to deal with the results 
of drivers speeding, which 
can be devastating, with 
families and friends being 
left behind to pick up their 
lives after the event. 

"Speed limits are in place 
for a reason - the limit is set 
at the maximum safe speed 
to travel on a particular 
stretch of road. 

"Drivers shouldn't use 
these limits as targets; there 
are always other factors to 
consider including other 
road users, levels of traffic 
and weather conditions. The 
faster you are travelling, the 
less time you have to react to 
the unexpected." 

The Europe-wide campaign 
is co-ordinated by TISPOL, 


the European Traffic Police 
Network. 

Tim Passmore, Crime 
Commissioner for Suffolk, 
said: "Speed limits are 
there for a reason. Speed is 
one of the fatal four causes 
of serious injury or death 
on our roads and these 
thoughtless drivers really do 
need to wake up to the fact 
that they are not just risking 
their own lives, but the lives 
of fellow road users." 

Motorists caught speeding 
will be issued with a Traffic 
Offence Report (TOR) and 
face a fine, points on their 
licence or even court action. 
Some drivers can opt to take 
part in a speed awareness 
course.

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Honing in on 
what's wrong 

The Animal Health Trust - which is celebrating its 
75th anniversary year - tells how its expert vets act as 
detectives of disease and investigators of injury in a 
new column for Newmarket News 



NO day, or horse, is ever the same at the 
Animal Health Trust (AHT) and it's up to 
the team of expert vets to solve the mystery 
lameness, back problem or tendon injury 
and recommend the best course of treatment 
and/or rehabilitation for each horse. 

Sonny, aged 10, is used for classical 
liberty work and needs to be physically 
fit, flexible and able to move freely. Sonny 
was referred to the AHT with a history of 
poor performance rather than an obvious 
lameness. 

Clinical examination revealed that Sonny 
had poor development of his back and pelvic 
muscles, and tension in the muscles along his 
back. Watching him move, he had limited 
impulsion in trot in straight lines and on the 
lunge his whole body leant inwards. 

After watching a horse move, both alone, 
and often ridden, the AHT's vets can start 
to hone in on the cause of lameness. Nerve 
blocking is often used to help narrow down 
the cause of lameness to a specific region 
of the limb numbing each region in turn, if 
a horse's movement is then improved that 
indicates that area was the cause of pain. 



TREATABLE INJURIES: The NHT got 10-year- 
old Sonny back on his hooves again 


Sonny responded to local analgesia of a 
nerve deep within the right hindlimb and 
moved with better balance and without 
lameness once the pain had been removed. 
He also improved with additional local 


analgesia for the joints between the 
spine and the pelvis. 

Having identified the regions of pain, 

X-rays were taken which showed low-grade 
osteoarthritis in the lower hock joints of the 
right hindlimb. Ultrasonographic examination 
of the hock and lower leg revealed damage 
to the supporting ligaments. 

Thankfully, Sonny had been referred 
in good time and his injuries were very 
treatable. Repetitive strain injuries such as 
these are very common, especially in sports 
horses or those with particular jobs like 
Sonny. 

An operation was required to remove 
the piece of the nerve that innervates the 
painful ligament, and to cut through the 
band of tissue which effectively squashes the 
ligament between the back of the cannon 
bone and the splint bones. This surgery 
helped get Sonny back on his hooves, 
alongside medication for his sacroiliac joints, 
to ensure he was pain free and able to begin 
his rehabilitation to enjoy his classical liberty 
work once again!

Corrie’s dad makes 
emotional site visit

THE ‘heartbroken’ father of miss¬ 
ing Corrie McKeague has spoken 
of his gratitude towards police 
officers, after visiting the landfill 
site in Cambridgeshire for the 
seventh time. 

Martin McKeague, 48 and 
his wife Trisha, 54, spent more 
than an hour at the site in Mil- 
ton last Thursday before officers 
stopped the search for the miss¬ 
ing 23-year-old for Easter. 

Officers told the pair they had 
now sifted through more than 
2,000 tonnes of refuse since be¬ 
ginning the landfill search last 
month.

Corrie has been missing since 
September 24 after a night out in 
Bury St Edmunds. The search for 
Corrie resumed yesterday. 


Lieutenant Colonel David 
Faggard said: "EUCOM has not 
initiated any official request to 
review any of the sites planned 
for closure. 

"All previous decisions 
announced in 2015 are 
continuing on as planned."

Elsie celebrates

A WOMAN, believed to be 
Cambridgeshire’s oldest 
living person, has celebrat¬ 
ed her 107 th birthday. 

Great-grandmother Elsie 
Ward, born in Stanground, 
Peterborough, in 1910, has 
lived through two world 
wars and the fall of the 
British Empire. 

She now lives in Fair Ha¬ 
ven Care Home, in Soham, 
where she celebrated her 
big day last week opening 
her card from the Queen, 
surrounded by her fam¬ 
ily and posing for pho¬ 
tographs with her great 
grandchildren. 

Son Trevor, 69, said: “The 
home put a lot of effort into 
it, they had a buffet meal, 
they had singer, just gen¬ 
eral songs not Ed Sheeran 
or anything like that, and 
presented her with a great 


big assortment of fruit. 

“She has had her card 
from the Queen a telegram 
from the pensions’ people. 

Elsie married a rail¬ 
wayman, so they moved 
around a lot. They had two 
sons, feffery, 77, and Tre¬ 
vor, who both visited their 
mother last Tuesday. 

Working for the railways 
her husband used to take 
her on tours, enjoying 
holidays in Spain and train 
rides across Europe. 

She eventually settled, 
spending the last 50 years 
of her life living in Ipswich, 
before moving to Soham 
for the last 10 years where 
she developed a liking for a 
tot of whisky every morn¬ 
ing for elevenses. 

Elsie worked as a school 
dinner lady and in the 70s 
cooked food for old people 
at a community centre. 

The secret of her long 
life? “She’s stubborn,” Tre¬ 
vor joked. “She enjoys life 
but she’s obstinate, that’s 


why she’s lasted so long. 

“No - she’s friendly, out¬ 
going,” he added. “Growing 
up she had a lot of friends 
but now she is the only sur¬ 
viving member of that age 
group.” 

Care home manager

County domestic 
violence on rise 


DOMESTIC VIOLENCE 
crimes in Suffolk totalled 
4,659 between 2015 and 2016. 

The new figures show a 
7.42 per cent increase from 
the previous county total of 
4,337. 

The number of crimes 
where problems with evi¬ 
dence hindered the case to¬ 
talled 633 in 2016. No figures 
were available for 2015. 

There were also 1,737 cases 
where victims withdrew their 
support for them to proceed 
in 2016. Again no figures 
were available for 2015. 

Polly Neate, chief executive 
of Women’s Aid, said: “We 
know that not all survivors of 
domestic abuse want a crimi¬ 
nal justice outcome. 

“However, what these fig¬ 
ures show is that, for those 
who do, there is still a very 
real culture of victim-blam¬ 
ing and fear that stops survi¬ 
vors from accessing justice. 

“We also know that there 
is a significantly heightened 
risk for women in the first 
year after separation from a 
perpetrator - therefore, ro-

bust support and protection 
is needed during that time. 
With two women a week 
on average being killed by a 
partner or ex-partner in Eng¬ 
land and Wales, it is vital that 
we take these findings seri¬ 
ously.” 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
man said: “Tackling domes¬ 
tic abuse remains a force 
priority, with all domestic 
abuse calls given a priority 
response. The constabulary 
will take positive action at 
every opportunity against 
those that perpetrate do¬ 
mestic abuse. Our focus is 
to ensure that where victims 
of domestic abuse come to 
us that we work with them 
to understand and address 
their needs and also to make 
them and their families safe. 
Our focus is firmly on the 
needs of victims and we also 
continue to work closely with 
our partners in tackling this 
crime. 


“The constabulary has a 
dedicated team of domes¬ 
tic abuse specialists who 
are trained in this sensitive 
area of crime. They ensure 
the correct response is pro¬ 
vided to victims and work 
closely with the Independ¬ 
ent Domestic Violence Advi¬ 
sors (IDVAs), Victim Support 
and other local and national 
organisations in order to get 
the right advice and support 
for victims. 

“We remain absolutely 
committed to providing vic¬ 
tims with the best possible 
service regardless of whether 
they wish to see a case pro¬ 
ceed to court. There are a 
range of protective measures 
that we and our partners can 
put in place and we would 
implore anyone who has or 
is suffering from domestic 
abuse to come and speak 
with us.”

A ccording to new 
research, children as 
young as four can pick 
up vital money skills 
Money skills are a 
vital part of everyday life 
- and new research 
underlines why it 
pays to start 
learning from an 
early age. 

Research by the 
Government- 
backed Money 
Advice Service (MAS) 
found that children 
whose parents involved 
them in discussions and deci¬ 
sions about money, and allowed 
them to experience using money 
from as young as four, are more 
likely to develop vital financial 
skills. 

These skills can have a big 
impact on their ability to save, 
budget and plan ahead financially 
well into their adult life. 

Kirsty Bowman-Vaughan, a 
children and young people expert 
at the MAS, says parents shouldn't 
be afraid of starting money 
conversations from an early age - 


■ GIVE younger children the 
chance to pay for items. 
Instead of buying treats 
during the supermarket shop, 
give them a set amount of 
money and explain to them 
that they can choose what

The younger they learn to 
deal with cash, the better 


as that's when they can have the 
most impact. 

She says: "We know that 
parents might feel as though 
they're protecting their children 
by not talking to them about 
money, yet helping children to 
understand how to save and 
handle money is one of the most 
important things parents can do 
to ensure their long-term 
financial security." 

The MAS found children who 


they want, but when the 
money is gone, it's gone. 

■ Include your children in 
discussions about bills. You 
don't need to go into the full 
details of your finances, but 
give them an idea of how 
household finances are run. 
Explain payments like direct 
debits. Frame it in a way they 
can understand - tell them 
the money is helping to keep 
the lights on, for example. 

■ If you give your children

When 12 to 17-year-olds were 
asked how they would use £100, 
those whose parents decide how 
their money is spent were likely to 
save the smallest amounts - typi¬ 
cally around £53.65.

But a quarter (24%) of parents 
surveyed thought they should wait 
until their children were in 
secondary school before teaching 
them the importance of saving. 

A further 31% of parents of 16 to 
17-year-olds say they don't set and 
stick to money rules with their 
teenager. And 17% rarely or never 
speak to them about the risks of 
getting into debt.

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City hosts evolution 
of the supercar 



MORE than 60 years of supercar 
evolution will be charted in a 
display of some of the most 
iconic and extreme performance 
cars ever built, this summer. 

The new London City 
Concours, at the Honourable 
Artillery Company headquarters, 
will run from June 8-9 and begin 
with arguably the first supercar, 
the 1950s Mercedes 300SL 
'Gullwing' with its upwards- 
opening doors. 

It had a revolutionary fuel- 
injected engine and the title 
of world's fastest production 
car - with a top speed of up to 
160mph. 

Also on display will be a 
Ferrari 288 GTO - boasting 
a 400bhp twin-turbocharged 
V8 engine making it the first 
production car to break through 
the 186mph barrier. 

The performance theme 
continues with the LaFerrari, a 
963bhp technological marvel 
featuring Formula One-derived 
technologies, a top speed of 
over 217mph. Only 499 were 
produced. 

Fiat Professional 
success continues 

FIAT Professional's growing 
popularity in the UK is 
illustrated again this week, as 
new figures show a 44.2 per 
cent rise in registrations in 
March 2017, compared with the 
same month last year. 

The sales results show 
that Fiat Professional, the 
commercial vehicle arm of Fiat 
Chrysler Automobiles UK, was 
the second most improved van 
manufacturer in March. The 
company's market share rose by 
0.7 per cent to 3.4 per cent. 

All Fiat Professional models' 
sales performance improved 
last month, compared with 
March 2016, but the star of 
the quarter was Fiorino - sales 
were up 81.8 per cent in the 
first three months of 2017, 
compared with last year. 

Fiat Doblo sales have 
increased by 49.9 per cent, 
while Fiat Ducato registrations 
are up 14.0 per cent for the 
quarter, and both ranges had 
increases in market share. 

The top-level Tecnico trim 
specification, which is available 
across all models and adds 
equipment such as satellite 
navigation, reverse parking 
sensors, Bluetooth hands¬ 
free connectivity and air 
conditioning, has proved to 
be very popular - sales have 
increased by 302 per cent 
compared with the same period 
last year.

To date, the F-PACE has collected 
more than 40 awards, including being 
named Women's World Car of the 
Year and the Auto Express 'Car of the 
Year' for 2016. 

Dr Ralf Speth, Jaguar Land Rover 
chief executive, said: "The F-PACE 
was designed and engineered as a 
performance SUV with exceptional 
dynamics, everyday usability and bold 
design. Winning this award endorses 
the talent and great work of our 
teams that have delivered the world's 
most practical sports car and Jaguar's 
fastest-selling vehicle." 

The awards are the first overall 
success for Jaguar at the World Car 
Awards. The XE sports saloon was a 
finalist for the 2016 World Car Design 
of the Year title. 

The F-PACE triumphed over finalists 
the Audi Q5 and Volkswagen Tiguan 
to claim the 2017 World Car of the 
Year prize. 

Ian Callum, Jaguar's director of

The World Car of the Year 
presentations took place in New York 
on the eve of this year's New York 
International Auto Show which runs 
until April 23.

It is the first of Volvo's mid-sized 
60 series models to be built on its 
scalable product architecture platform 
first seen on the larger XC90 SUV 
and is powered exclusively by Volvo's 
Drive-E powertrains.

A 2-0 win at Thetford with goals 
from Chris Bacon and Arran 
Mackay confirmed their league 
triumph and with it promotion to 
either the Ryman League or the 
Evo-Stik League Southern. 

“I’m very proud of the club 
and the players for what they’ve 
achieved,” said Greygoose. 

“To win the league is a pretty 
special feeling. We’ve been at the 
top since day one and there aren’t 
many teams that do that all the 
way through the season. 

“It’s all about progression. We 
set ourselves the goal of winning 
the league in three years and we 
managed it in 18 months.

Jolly said: "I didn't throw a punch but 
the referee is adamant at what she saw 
and reported it. 

"The situation got out of hand. I now have 
to keep my fingers crossed the BSPA and 
SCB are lenient with me again." 

It masked a thrilling match in which 
Mildenhall turned misfortune, after two 
bike breakdowns caused six dropped 
points, into a barnstorming and spirited 
finish with four 5-1 s in the last five races to 
devastate Kent and clinch the Easter Chase 
94-84 on aggregate.
